“ Hut o ne wo nders if results were no t 
o ftentimes crude because o f the nice 
care necessary in using so da, 
in fact, 
there are certain legends respecting 
greenish yello w o r spo tted biscuit at 
which the present generatio n o f ho use­ 
keepers smile, thanks to baking po w 
dcr. 
So da, an alkali very injurio us to 
the sto mach, sho uld never 1m* used w ith­ 
o ut an acid to render it a neutral salt, 
as cream o f tartar, muriatic acid o r 
so ur milk, and the pro po rtio n must be 
exact o r tin; mixture w ill be either acid 
o r alkaline. 
“ Pure baking po wders are sim ply a 
mixture o f bicarbo nate o f so da and 
cream o f tartar in their pro jx-r pro po r­ 
tion s, with 
pe rh a ps twice their co m­ 
bined weight of rice flo ur, co rn starch 
o r plain flo ur to insure their keeping 
If really pure, they canno t be railed in­ 
jurio us, the danger lying in the use o f 
pow de rs having impure ingredients, o f 
which quantities are do ubtless so ld 
daily 
So se n s ib le have ho usekeepers 
lieeo me o f th e s e adulteratio ns that many 
are go ing back to the use o f so da and 
cream o f tartar, the use o f which, as in- 
dirated. requires bo th intelligence and 
care 
If o ne is dependent upo n the 
average co o k a « tandard baking po wder 
is tiie safest reliance. 
I 
“ In the making o f quick do ughs (by ! 
use either o f baking po wder o r so da and 
cream o f tartar) there are two po ints 
no t given in any co o kbo o k, so far as the 
writer kno ws, which add greatly to per 
feet io n in results. To make such do ugh 
pro ceed as fo llo ws: 
“ Into o ne quart o f flo ur (measured 
befo re sifting) put a level teaspo o nful 
o f salt and 2 heaping temspo o nfuls o f 
baking po wder, o r a level teaspo o n 
ful *»f so da and 2 
ro unding o nes o f 
cream o f tartar, mix tho ro ughly with 
the hands and then sift twice. 
Next 
add a heaping tnblespo o nful o f butter 
o r butter and 
lard 
mixed, rub up 
lightly with the hands and again put 
thro ugh the sieve, 
pressing the last 
heavier part thro ugh with the fingers o r 
hand. 
No w to ss tie* mixture lightly 
abo ut as when first putting in the bak­ 
ing po wder, and it w ill be fo und that 
the sho rtening is distributed with per­ 
fect liveliness thro ugh the flo ur 
Have 
ready a scant pint o f sweet milk in a 
m ixing ho wl and into this put half o f 
the flo ur 
Beat hard fur a few minutes, 
when the mixture will be as smo o th as 
satin 
Add rapidly the rest o f the flo ur, 
ro ll o ut quickly, cut (if fo r biscuit) and 
bake at o nce in a rather ho t o ven.

His paiK*r o n the subject, read 
befo re the New Yo rk Co mity Medical 
asso ciatio n, is printed in The Medical 
Hen >rd. 
One o f the co nclusio ns o f Dr Knapp 
is that tuberculo sis call neither be in­ 
fectio us nur co mmunicable. This is the 
o pinio n held by Dr. Shrady, edito r o f 
The Medical Reco rd, and is the o pinio n 
no t held by Dr. Wilso n and his asso ci­ 
ates o f the New Yo rk city Iwuird o f 
health 
Ho wever this deductio n is regardi*d 
by medical men generally. Dr. Knapp 
do es no t intend to be understo o d as say­ 
ing that the fact that a man has a Mat 
sided head (called medically a plauo - 
parietal bead) cither already has o r that 
he o f necessity is do o med to have tuber­ 
culo sis. That this assumptio n wo uld bo 
absurd Dr Knapp sho ws by saying that 
centenarians and athletes are recruited 
fro m the ranks o f the plano -jiarietals 
No r do es he wish to he understo o d as 
meaning that tuberculo sis mo difies the 
co nto ur o f a head which previo usly had 
been o f ¡i different shape. 
Dr. Knapp 
says his statements are substantiated by 
a few hundred eases, o f which -ITT w< re 
co llected fro m fo ur New Yo rk ho spitals 


111 all these eases o nly fo ur except i- us 
to the rule were fo und. 
The 
mo st 
impo rtant 
co nclusio n 
reached hy Dr Knapp is that the t am* 
datio n o f tuberculo sis is laid in early 
l i t, and therefo re the way to save the 
adult is to guard the child.

The Wo man’s Relief co rps, in na­ 
tio nal co nventio n at Buffalo , has acco m­ 
plished a no ble wo rk. 
Acco rding to the 
repo rt made by the natio nal president, 
M rs Agues Hitt o f IndiaiiajHtlis, “ it 
has endo wed and suppo rts a natio nal re­ 
lief co rps ho me fo r the wives and mo th­ 
ers o f so ldiers and dependent army 
nurses; it has led ill the fo unding o f 
ho mes m Michigan, Io wa, Wisco nsin, 
Califo rnia, Illino is, 
Indiana and Mis­ 
so uri; it fo unded and suppo rts the me­

BULLETS AND SHELLS COULDN’T K IL L 


J OHN PETERS. 


Discharged Fro m the Service a* a flo pe- 


le** Cripple, He Reco vered and Ile-en- 
liated — Saved hy a No ble Fo e o n the 
Field at Chancello rsvfHe. 


“ Amo ng the numero us instances o f 
remarkable endurance and wo nderful 
vitality o f wo unded so ldiers that I had 
kno wledge o f during the late war, ” said 
a fo rmer ho spital attendant, “ I reegll 
no ne so remarkable as that o f J o hn Pe­ 
ters 
At the battle o f B all’s Bluff lie 
was a member o f the Fo rty-seco nd New 
Yo rk regiment. He was badly wo unded 
in the hip, and he fell o n the field 
While be lay there ano ther ball frac­ 
tured his right knee jo int. Utterly help­ 
less, he was trampled beneath the feet 
o f the co ntesting so ldiers until the clo se 
o f the engagement and was then taken 
priso ner t< 
Richmo nd 
He remained 
there fo ur mo nths, when he was ex­ 
changed and sent with o ther wo unded 
to the Philadelphia ho spital 
I was an 
attendant there. 
Peters’ wo unds had 
been so carelessly attended tv that lie 
was wo rse o ff, if anything, than when 
he was first wo unded. 
We did the best 
we co uld fo r him, but he was in such 
shape when able to leave the ho spital 
that lie was discharged fro m the service 
as permanently disabled 
“ So me mo nths afterward 1 was trans­ 
ferred to a ho spital at Washingto n and 
was there when the battle o f Chancel- 
lo rwville was fo ught. 
Two weeks after 
that engagement a number o f so ldiers 
who had been wo unded 
there were 
transferred fro m the ho spital at Aequia 
Creek to 
the 
Washingto n 
ho spital 
Amo ng the mo st desperately and appar­ 
ently ho pelessly wo unded o f these 1 
was amazed to disco ver J o hn Peters, 
the so ldier who had left the Philadel­ 
phia ho spital r<> pass o fficially as a life­ 
lo ng cripple 
When he was at last able 
to tell 
bis sto ry, 
I was still mo re 
amazed 
After being discharged fro m 
the service as permanently disabled he 
had placed himself in charge o f a no ted 
surgeo n o f that day and after so me 
mo nths was mad** almo st as so und as he 
ever was. 
At any rate he was able to 
re-enlist, which lie did in the One Hun­ 
dred and Fifteenth Pennsylvania and 
became o rderly sergeant o f his co m­ 
pany 
At ( ’haneello rsvilb*, he was sho t 
in the right thigh, the bullet causing a 
co mpo und fracture, and almo st at the 
same mo ment a minie ball struck him 
in tin* left hip and lo dged there against 
the bo ne. Ih* fell and attempted to rise 
As he raised his head he was hit by a 
flying piece o f shell, which fractured 
his skull and kno cked him senseless. 
“ When Peters regained co nscio usness, 
his regiment had taken ano ther jio si- 
tio n, and lie lay there between two rak­ 
ing fires, bullets, canno n balls and shells 
whizzing o ver him fo r ho urs, until at 
last he managed to drag himself a few 
yards away to the bank o f a stream 
where there w ire bushes. 
Grasping a 
hush, he pulled him self o ver the bank 
and let himself do wn into the water, 
waist deep, which relieved his pain 
Our tro o ps retreated so o n after that, 
and the Co nfederate army swept by 
where Peters hung. After it had passed 
Peters endeavo red to draw him self o ut 
o f the stream to the bank, in ho pe that 
he might he picked up, but he fo und 
that the bush to which he clung, while 
sufficient to suppo rt him as lie cro uched 
in the water, was no t stiff eno ugh to 
l**ar his weight in effo rts to pull him ­ 
self up Oil the bank 
There was a hush 
just I**lo w him evidently stro ng eno ugh 
to enable him to acco mplish his pur- 
|M>se, but it was o ut o f his reach, and if 
he released his ho ld o n the bush that 
was suppo rting him to make the at­ 
tempt to reach the stro nger o ne he knew 
he wo uld drop 
helpless in the stream 
and dro wn 
“ W hile lie was thus facing death he 
saw a mo vement o n the hank, and the 
next mo ment an emaciated face with u 
deathlike pallo r o n it appeared o ver the 
edge 
It was the unmistakable face o f a 
badly wo unded Co nfederate* so ldier who 
was dragging himself to the water The 
sunken eyes fell 
o n Peters, and the 
o wner o f them must have co mprehend­ 
ed instantly Peters’ peril, fo r he dragged 
his bo dy fo rward and, placing bo th 
hands o n the bush that Peters lo nged 
fo r, bent it do wn to ward his helpless 
fo e and gasped:

It withsto o d his weight, and 
after a lo ng and painful struggle he 
pulled himself hy if to the to p o f the 
bank 
As so o n as 
lie co uld reco ver 
breath eno ugh he turned to the wo und 
ed Co nfederate, who lay quiet o n the 
bank, to thank him fo r his kindness. 
The man was dead 
His dying breath 
was sjm*nt in saving the life o f a fo e 
“ Two days Peters dragged himself 
abo ut that blo o dy field o f battle befo re 
succo r reached him 
He had been re­ 
po rted dead in the list 
He was sent to 
the Aequia creek ho spital, but 11 days 
passed lief o re his wo unds were dressed 
His case being decided to lx> ho peless, 
he was sent to the ho spital at Washing 
to n 
Ho was there a mo nth, during 
which it was expected ho urly that he 
wo uld < I it*, so desperate was his ease 
But he did no t die, and 1 heard subse­ 
quently. having quit the ho spital serv­ 
ice, that he had been discharge}! fro m 
the ho spital so much resto red in health 
that he was preparing fo r a third en­ 
listment 
Whether he did enter the 
service again I 
never knew 
No w 
Yo rk isuu

The Perfectio n to Which Fruit» and Flo w 
er* Are Develo ping:. 
The lim it o f impro vement is no t 
fo und in pro ducing fruits o f great size, 
beauty and sweetness 
There are o ther 
desirable qualities that the lio rticultur 
ist is anxio us to o btain, and to ward 
this end he is devo ting his energies. 
One o f the mo st no ticeable trends o f the 
science o f fruit culture is to ward the 
eliminatio n o f undesirable o rgans. The 
tho rns o f so me o f the citrus fruit trees 
and the prickles o f such small berry 
bushes as the go o seberry, 
blackberry 
and raspberry are pro tuberances that 
have o utlived tlieir usefulness and are 
highly unpleasant. They no t o nly punc­ 
ture the ripening fruits, but they o ften 
make harvesting exceedingly meo nv. n 
ient. 
Gardeners have lo ng wished to I 
do away with these tho rns and prickles, 
but it is o nly co mparatively recently 
that systematic effo rts have been made | 
to elim inate them. 
The tho rns are co nspicuo us o rgans id 
o ur cultivated plants that have (e ased 
to be o f any value, fo r their o riginal 
purpo se o f pro tecting the plants fro m 
animals has no fo rce to day in the gar 
dens and fields 
They sho uld have been 
exterminated lo ng ago 
Thro ugh the 
careful selectio n o f plants that happen 
to be tho rnless, sto cks are o btained fo r 
a new race o f tho rnless plants 
Others 
are no ted fo r the few tho rns that gro w 
o n them, and by judicio us selectio n o f 
seeds and grafts fro m these tin* same 
wo rk is co ntinued 
Already ganl* tiers 
have cultivated raspberry and black her 
ry canes that are entirely tho rnless, and 
by grafting impro ved varieties <>u tin e 
tin* desired end will so o n be reached 
The wild o range trees have many mo re 
tho rns o n them than the budded sto ck, 
and the wild Flo rida lemo ns are thickly 
studded with tho rns, while the graft d 
La France have no ne.—Geo rge Ethel 
bert Walsh m Lippineo tt's.
